RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 4th November, 1970 

No. S(17)/7#-A.E.Ind.(l). —A commission was constituted on the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Supreme Court, vide Resolution No. 5(17)/70-A.E-Ind.(I) dated the 
27th May, 1970 for the purpose of recommending fair selling prices of the three 
makes of passenger cars manufactured in the country, namely Ambassador, 
Fiat and Standard, under the Chairmanship of Shri Sarjoo Prasad Singh, Retired 
Judge of the Patna High Court. 

2- The Commission was to submit its report within a period of four months 
from the date of its constitution. The Commission started its work on 1st June, 
1970. As the Commission could not complete its work within the stipulated period. 
It approached Government for extension of its term by three months. Accord¬ 
ingly a petition was moved before the Supreme Court requesting approval of the 
Hon’ble Court for extension of the term of the Commission by a further period 
of three months i.e■, from 1st October, 1970 to 31st December, 1970- The Supreme 
Court granted the extension asked for. 
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
